Elba’s new administration takes over

The Elba City Council met in spe 
cial session Monday evening to con 
duct housekeeping chores associated 
with the beginning of anew adminis. 
tration, 

Re-elected council member Bill 
Brunson was named Mayor ProTem. 
He will conduct meetings and/or car- 
ry out the duties of the mayor any 
lime the mayor is absent or incapaci- 
tated. In the event the incumbent 
mayor can no longer hold office, the 
Mayor ProTem will act as mayor un- 
til the city council names a perma 
nent replacement, 

The council will continue to 
meet on the 2nd and 4th Mondays, 
but the meetings will now begin at 6 
p.m, and the meetings will be con- 
ducted using Roberts Rules of Order 
as guidelines, 

Fulfilling a campaign promise, 
Mayor Ricky Haywood recommend- 
ed the council name Jeff Goodson as 
city clerk. The council members 
agreed unanimously with the recom- 
mendation, 

The City will continue using both 
local banks as depositories, dividing 
the deposits equally. 

Council member John W. Sharp 
less was reappointed to represent 
Elba as a member of the Southeast 
Alabama Gas Board, 

Council members Bill Brunson, 
Earl McCollough and Gladys Yel- 
verton were appointed to the Elba 
Water & Electric Board. Brunson 


und Yelverton served on the board 
during the past four year 

Ricky Mularz was reappointed 
Recreation Director 

Haywood recommended — the 
ouncil take under advisement the 
appointment of a street superemi 
nent. He indicated he would make a 
recommendation at a later date fol 
lowing evaluation of the matter 

He also recommended appointing 
Freddie Hanchey temporarily as po- 
lice chief until further evaluation can 
be made of the department. 

When asked how much time he 
was talking about, Haywood reposn- 
ded, “Probably 30 days.” 

Councilman Earl McCollough 
suggested, “It be on a 90 day period 
of time and start evaluating him 
from tonight forward and not from 
yesterday back. He will be working 
for a new adminstration and there 
will probably be a different set of 
rules to go by”. 

A motion to that effect was 
passed unanimiously, 

The council will place a car in the 
homecoming parade Friday after- 
noon. 

A question by Mrs Yelverton 
about the street problems in Mulber- 
ry reveiled Haywood had been in 
contact with the project engineer ear- 
lier in 

the day and a meeting was 
planned with him this week to find 
Out what is needed to get the project 
ready for the paving contractor to re- 
turn. Haywood said this was a priori- 


ly project. 

Haywood reported the garbage 
contract has been extended for 30 
days and the contractor (ISS) has in- 
dicated the firm will continue longer 
if they are needed 

Council members requested the 
mayor review the cost projections 
for a City operated garbage pick-up 
and report back to the council. 

Haywood stated the bookkeeper 
had already complied a report on the 
money invested in the pending city 
takeover of the garbage pick-up and 
a copy would be given to cach coun- 
cil member at the next mecung., 

Newly elected council member 
Ronnic Jinright express dissatisfac- 
tion with the fact some of the rules 
and guidelines were not being fol- 
lowed by the new adminstration. 

He stated the city was hiring cer- 
tain people + terminating others and 
we are not following the rules. 

Jinright didn’t get more specific 
and Haywood stated he felt they 
were following the rules. 

srunson noted the council did 
have the authority to name certain 
city officials, but he felt a mayor 
should have people in those key po- 
sition in which he feels he can work 
with best, 

Haywood added, “I don’t intend 
to do anything to harm this town in 
any way, any form or fashion, I was 
elected by the people, to be their 
mayor and it is my intentions that 
everything I do will be for the better- 
ment of the city”.

Outgoing council holds fina! meeting

Elba’s outgoing administration 
held its final city council meeting at 
7:00 a.m. on Wednesday morning,s 
September 30. 

The primary purpose of the called 
meeting was to adopt a budget for 
the fiscal year beginning on Oct. 1. 
By law, a budget has to be approved 
by October Ist. 

The council also had to authorize 
payment of the monthly bills total- 
ling $13,804.56 and approve minutes 
of prior council meetings. 

In the presentation of the 1992-93 
budget, Mayor Fred Moore told 
council members that a 5% cost-ot- 
living raise for all city employees 
had been included in the new bud- 
gel. He stated that this increase was 
subject to the new administration's 
approval, 


Council Bill Brunson asked May- 
or Moore if any raises had been giv- 
en to any cily employees within the 
last week and if there were, were the 
increases included in the new bud- 
get. 

Moore told Brunson that raises 
were given to the four full-time po- 
lice radio dispatchers and to Doris 
Cooper, who is the city’s librarian, 
He stated that the pay increases were 
included in the new budget. 

Councilman Waylon Sharpless 
said, “I don’t understand what they 
gol a raise for, but I guess there’s a 
reason for it.” 

Brunson said, “As far as the bud 
get goes, I’m prepared to move we 


adopt the budget as presented with. 


the expressed stipulation that in 
adopting this budget, we are not rati 
fying any employee raises given 
since September 15, 1992,” 

The council voted unanimously to 


approve the budget with Brunson’s 
suipulation included, 

It was noted that the new admin- 
istration would have the option of 
amending the new budget should 
they feel it necessary to do so. 

In closing, Mayor Moore told 
council members that he had. thor- 
Oughly enjoyed working with them 
during the past four years. 

“IT wish the next administration 
the best of luck and a good four-year 
term,” said Moore. 

“Lam happy to have been part of 
the operation of the City of Elba for 
the last four years. And again, I want 
to say ‘thanks to all the council 
members’ for their support and help 
during this four years,” continued 
Moore.

(6) Each person appointed to 
the Board shall be and remain an 
Alabama resident and shall havea 
demonstrated knowledge of and 
commitment to land acquisition 
for the purposes of conservation 
and recreation.

Quarterly each year for the trans- 
action of its business and toreview 
the progress of the Forever Wild 
Land Trust. It shall review written 
requests from state agencies, pri- 
vale Organizations, and private cit 
1Z6NS proposing that certain 
properties or interests therein be 
acquired. For purposes of estab- 
lishing a quorum, there must be 
present al least three-fifths (3/5) of 
the members of the Bourd then in 
office at any Board meeting in 
order to conduct business; pro 
vided, however, that in absence of 
4 quorum, the members present, 
by majority vole, may adjourn the 
meeting from time to time until a

Section 7. Source of Funds

Annuals For Fall Color In 
The Garden 


Annual plants for the fall and 
winter usually perform abetter in the 
South when planted in the fall; how- 
ever, annuals can be installed in late 
winter or carly spring. Since most 
will not survive the heat of Coffee 
County summers, plan on replacing 
them with spring annuals for year- 


round color, Consider these annuals 
for adding fall color in the garden, 

Viola X wittrockiana (pansy), No 
cool-season bedding plant can com- 
pare with the pansies for the diversi- 
ty of color, duration of flowering, 
and cold tolerance, The larger 
flowered varicties are popular, but 
they generally don't perform as well 
in the South as the smaller-flowered 
variclies, such as the Maxim and 
Universal series. Mature height is 6 
to 12 inches. Space plants 8 to 12 
inches apart for best color display. 

Viola tricolor (Johnny-jump-up). 
Since it readily reseeds, this popular 
plant grows wild throughout much 
of the country. Flowers are smaller 
than pansies and are available in a 
limited range of colors, but the num- 
ber of flowers and the flowering du- 
ration are impressive, Mature height 
is 6 to 8 inches. Space plants 6 to 8 
inches apart for best show. 

Brassica oleracea (ornamental 
cabbage and kale), These plants are 
bred for their colorful display and 
not their taste. They provide foliage 
colors of green, white, pink, purple, 
or red from fall to spring. Bolting 
(flowering) in February to April can 
limit their usefulness in the land- 
scape. Newer varieties are being se- 
lected for foliage color, delayed 
flowering, and increased cold toler- 
ance, The Feather and Osaka serics 
have performed well in a trial gar- 
den. Mature height is 10 to 15 inch- 
es, and plants should be spaced 12 to 
18 inches apart. 

Papayer nudicaule (Iceland pop- 
py). Large flowers in vibrant colors 
are produced on leafless stems up to 
18 inches long. The Wonderland se- 
rics is more compact than most va- 
ricties and may better withstand 
heavy rains and winds. Fall planting 
gives moderate flowering until the 
carly spring, when flowering is im- 
proved. Space closely, 6 to 8 inches 
apart, for best floral display. 

Other possible annual for cool 
season color include Bellis perennis 
(English daisy), Calendula officinal- 
lis (pot marigold), and Primula X 
polyantha (primrose); however, the 
performance of these plants in the 
South needs more evaluation, 


Lichens 

Some folks worry about the gray 
"stuff" on the trunks of their trees or 
Shrubs. What they're referring to are 
lichens, Lichens certainly aren't at- 
tractive on the trunks of landscaped 
plants, but they aren't doing any 
harm, 

Lichens can serve_as a diagnostic 
tool for plants. They are often found 
on plants that are suffering from a 
chronic environmental stress. In oth- 


er words, lichens often grow on the 
branches of plants that are in a dry or 
(on the other extreme) very poorly- 
drained site. Lichens are often 
blamed for the damage, when in re- 
ality it was probably caused by the 
plant's adverse environment. 

Other things that can cause a 
plant to be in poor growing condi- 
on are poor fertilization, compacted 
Soil, root diseases, nematodes, too 
much shade or not enough shade de- 
pending on the plant, or it could be a 
combination of all of these Causing 
the plant to be in stress to the point 
that lichens will grow on them,

Home Cooking Fire Safety Tips 


October 4-10 is Fire Prevention 
Week. Do you know what to do if a 
fire starts in your home? Here are 
some home cooking fire safety Lips, 

Don't leave anything cooking un- 
attended. The leading cause of home 
cooking fires and injuries is unat- 
tended cooking. If you leave the 
kitchen, turn off the heat, 

Dress appropriately for cooking, 
Wear short or tight-fitting sleeves 
when cooking and use caution when 
working near heat sources. Don't gel 
in the habit of reaching or leaning 
over the stove, 

Turn handles inward so pots and 
pans won't be pulled off the stove. 
Turn the handles toward the center 
of the stove so they don't hang over 
the edge within reach of children. 

Keep the stove top clean and 
clear. Don't let food or grease build 
up. Also, don't store combustibles 
like pot holders or wooden utensils 
on top. Remember, use the stove top 
for cooking only, not for storage. 

Use caution with electrical appli- 
ances, Don't plug too many devices 
Into One Outlet, and don't overload 
extension cords. Have appliances 
with frayed or cracked cords  re- 
paired before using them,

If your clothing catches fire do 
not run, Stop, drop to the ground, 
and roll over and over to smother the 
flames. Cover your face with your 
hands if you can, 

If you experience a burn while 
cooking, run cool water over the 
skin for 10 to 15 minutes. Don't 
place butter or other ointment on the 
burn, This keeps heat in and could 
further damage the skin, Severe 
burns should be treated by a physi- 
cian,
